OUR RURAL LEADERS 


We have often heard ii said that <rod made iho 


country and man made the city, and Elbert Hubbard 
ftdcled that tlie Devil himself made the small towns. 
believe that in this statement Mr. Hubbard. as in many 
of his statements, endeavored to say something unusual 
rather than the simple facts in the ease. 


Up until seventy-live years ago. \ve had little else 


in America except the country and the small towns, and 
the strongest leaders of that time were men who were 
born and reared on the farm. The population of our 
country in the early part of that century found itself to 
an extent of fully 80r' in rural communities. 


This has been gradually, and within the past two 


deeades, more rapidly changing until it has reached the 
reverse order. 
Today more than 70^ of our population 


is urban and less than oO^ of the population of the Unit- 
ed States we might call rural. The growth and con- 
gestion of life in our great cities presents in one form 
or another a most serious probem which America today 
is. facing. 


If democracy breaks down in the United States it 


will be because of the great cities with their teeming 
millions, their narrow and artificial life, their various 
forms of excesses, and the failure of the rural commun- 
ities to be able to pom- into these cities the lerdership. 
which has up to the recent past, saved them from seri- 
ous retrogression. 


Virtually, all of the leaders necessarily in the early 


da.ys of the republic came from the agricultural regions 
and the small towns, but even today in our present gen- 
erations upon examination, we find that a great percen- 
tage of the leaders in our economical, political, educa- 
tional, and ."journalistic life have come from the farm or 
from the small town. 


The head of our nation. Warren G. Harding, was 


bom in the village of Corsica. Morrow County, in our 
own state: Charles Evan Hughes, the second authority 
in our national life, was born in the village of Glens 
Falls at a time when it was nothing more than a small 
town; TVoodrow Wilson was started on his road to the 
presidency from the small village of Staunton. Virginia: 
the second leader of the Democratic party. William 
Jennings Bryan, was born in Salem. Illinois, a small 
and insignificant place.

this with innumerable leaders.
